Clubs, 
Irish

Clubs, 
or 
exclusive 
American 


Clubs, and we cannot and will not en- 
dorse the propostion of the Express 
to 


re-organize the Know-Nothing party, 


A Large Main Sewer 
Needed. 


The city ofLos Angeles will not al- 


ways confine herself to the level plain. 
She will expand and grow. 
She will 


ascend the slope and extend 
over the 


high landson either side ofthe river. It 
is more than probable 
that men now 


walking tlie streets will see 
the city 


thus grow and remember

Cities of large 
size 
must have 


ample sewerage. 
If the Los Angeles 


river was a deep and rapid stream 
al- 


ways running a large volume of water, 
Los Angeles city would have a main 
sewer ready furnished. 
Ismail sewers 


beneath 
the surface oftlie streets run- 


ning to the river from the high lands, 
would give the city a system ofsewer- 
age of which there would never 
be 


cause 
for complaint. 
But as the river 


does not furnish us the much 
needed 


main sewer, it will become 
the duty 


of the citizens to build one sooner 
or 


later. 
Owimr to the level surface 
of 


the valley this main sewer will neces- 
sarily be several miles In length, but 
ifit had to be laid down for ton miles 
in order to obtain 
the required fall it 


does not obviate the 
fact 
that I 'tne 


day it must be built. 
With a large 


well built sewer extending from 
the 


upper portion 
of the city down 
the 


river 
the 
necessary 
distance, 
into 


Which the Smaller sewer 
may 
empty 


their contents there will be 
no diffi- 


culty in keeping the city well drained 
of sewage. 
So long as there is no sys- 


tem or rule 
by 
which underground 


drains are built and so long as there is 
no adequate 
main sewer to which all 


?mailerones 
may lead there 
will al- 


ways be trouble about sewerage. 


GOVERNMENT TIMBER. 


We publish the following decision 


ofUnited states 
Court 
Commlsloner 


Whiting ou tlie ease 
of Wbitesides, 


Wbicta has elicited considerable 
inter- 


est in its trial,and stands as somewhat 
of a representative 
ease. 
Tlie deris- 


ion may perhaps throw 
some light on 


the vexed question, 
Tne United States 
PS, William White- 


sides. 
The 
complaint 
in 
tliis 
ease 


charges 
the 
defendant 
with 
un- 


lawfullycutting and destroying 
tim- 


ber growing on the public lands of tbe 
United States. 


The defendant 
admits 
the cutting:, 


and the proof is conclusive 
upon this 


point. 
Hut the defendant undertakes 


to justify on the ground that the tim- 
ber was cut up into stove-wood 
for do- 


mestic use, and that it WM required 
for use 
on his ineohate 
pre-emption 


claim 
to 
100 acres 
of Government 


land. 
The proof shows the land to he 


within the Railroad Reserve but upon 
an 
even 
section, 
belonging 
to 
the 


Government, and not the odd section 
held by the Railroad Company. 


Defendant proved that he applied to 


the Land Office and 
offered to pre- 


empt 
the quarter 
section 
where the 


alleged trespass 
was committed, 
and 


claimed to be in possession 
with some 


small impiovements which he he hail 
bought of a former occupant. 
That 


he was informed 
by the Register of 


the Land 
Office that 
the 
land could 


not be entered, 
or even 
a declaratory 


statement tiled, until after an official 
survey of the township 
in which it 


lay had been made, and the plat filed 
in"the Land Office in Los Angeles. 


The 
defendant 
was 
in 
possession 


awaiting the action 
of the Govern- 


ment to enable him to perfect his pre- 
emption. 


According to the rulings of the Land 


Office, a party entitled 
to a pre-emp- 


tion of 160 acres of Government 
land, 


who has 
complied with the law and 


taken the requisite 
steps towards per- 


fecting his claim, has the right to cut 
timber upon it for the purpose of eh ar- 
ing the 
land for cultivation, 
putting 


up 
buildings, 
fences 
and 
building 


bridges, aud also for necessary fuel for 
his own use during the time he Is per- 
fecting his title; but he cannot despoil 
the timber for mere 
speculation 
or 


gain, by selling timber or firewood to 
other persons. 


By the rules of evidence 
the defend- 


ant is permitted to testify on his own 
behalf. 
He swears positively that he 


cut the wood in question 
for his own 


use, intending to burn it in his house 
upon the claim,where 
the trespass 
was 


alleged 
to 
have 
been 
committed. 


There 
was 
no pretense 
that he was 


clearing the land for cultivation. 


No positive evidence

Editor Herald: 
I see 
in ihe file 


press ofyesterday 
a publication ofthc 


opinion of the District Attorney to the 
Board.of 
Supervisors in regard to the 


assessment 
against the lot whereon is 


situated tlie Court-bourse 
for the Im- 


provement 
of Main street 
in this city, 


wherein he slates that the property 
Is 


exempt 
from luxation by reason 
of 


section 3,507 ol the Political Code. 


II cannot 
be disputed 
(hat he Is cor- 


rect in saying thai the property ofthe 
county is exempt from taxation, but I 
think he fails to draw the distinction 
between 
taxation to raise mcney for 


carrying on tlie State, county and mu- 
nicipal governments, 
and assessments 


levied for the purpose of making local 
improvements. 
The Supreme 
Court 


of 
this State 
has frequently 
drawn 


the distinction 
and 
lias shown 
that, 


such 
assessments 
are 
not 
included 


within the term 
taxi's 
or taxation. 


Section 3,507 of the Political Code re- 
fers to taxes as commonly understood j 
and not 
to assessments 
for local iin- j 


provetnent. 
It is within the power of\ 
the Legislature 
to presoirbe the basis 


and mode of apportionment 
of such 


assessments 
as the one 
in question; it! 


has decided that such 
Improvements ; 


shall be made al the cost of the own- 
era of tbe real estate benefitted. 
It is 


true that no obligation to pay money 
is created against tbe Slate or against ! 
a county, unless with its permission, 
but here, in not excepting 
the prop- 


erty of the county from assessments 
for local improvements, 
the State not 


only consents 
but commands 
that the 


county shall pay 
iis proportion of all 


such expenses, 
l make 
these 
suggestions, 
feeling 


confident 
that no one willmore read- 
ily than the District Attorney 
appre- 


ciate whatever merit they possess,

think dial tlie law requires the county 
to pay its assessments 
in all such 
matters; 
as to tbe equity and justice,
